Further Voted : that in connection with the marketing and sale of the Bonds, the 
preparation and distribution of a Notice of Sale and Preliminary Official Statement dated 
October 19, 2016 and a final Official Statement dated October 26, 2016 (the “Official 
Statement”), each in such form as may be approved by the Town Treasurer, be and 
hereby are ratified, confirmed, approved and adopted. 

Further Voted : that the Bonds shall be subject to redemption, at the option of the 
Town, upon such terms and conditions as are set forth in the Official Statement. 

Further Voted : that the Town Treasurer and the Board of Selectmen be, and 
hereby are, authorized to execute and deliver a continuing disclosure undertaking in 
compliance with SEC Rule 15c2-12 in such form as may be approved by bond counsel to 
the Town, which undertaking shall be incorporated by reference in the Bonds for the 
benefit of the holders of the Bonds from time to time. 

Further Voted : that we authorize and direct the Treasurer to establish post 
issuance federal tax compliance procedures in such form as the Treasurer and bond 
counsel deem sufficient, or if such procedures are currently in place, to review and update 
said procedures, in order to monitor and maintain the tax-exempt status of the Bonds.

Mr. Byrne stated that the Parking Implementation and Governance Committee (PIGC) 
met on October 25th to discuss two issues on which the Board requested their input from 
the previous Board meeting. The two issues were as follows: 

1) At your last meeting you requested input from the Committee on using pay-by-space 
rather than pay-and-display in the Robbins Eibrary parking lot. As you know.

the multi-space meter can be programmed to work either way. If pay-by-space is 
chosen, the parking spaces will have to be numbered, either using paint or with 
poles. It was noted that pay-by-space is more convenient for the driver, but 
requires maintenance and/or additional poles and installation, and will be 
inconsistent with the meters in the municipal parking lots. 

The Committee recommends trying the pay-by-space in the Robbins Library parking lot, 
using paint for now, and reassess its success in the spring. 

2) Some residents have requested that the Town reconsider meters on Medford 
Street due to its impact on the parishioners of St. Agnes Church. The Committee 
noted that it is not unusual to have meters in front of houses of worship, as seen 
in Cambridge, Somerville and Brookline. 

The Committee recommends switching the metered space in front of the Church with the 
handicapped space on Medford Street in front of the Rectory, resulting in two 
handicapped spaces in front of the Church without losing a metered space for the 
businesses in the area. 

Mr. Byrne recommended that we try this as a pilot program and see how it works. 

Mr. Greeley moved approval. SO VOTED (4-0) 

13. For Approval: No U-Turn Sign at Mass Ave and Boulevard Road 
Adam W. Chapdelaine, Town Manager 

Mr. Feeney, Assistant Town Manager, noted that this particular traffic movement has been 
discussed previously at the Transportation Advisory Committee (TAC) meetings and verified by 
field observation. It seems an appropriate time to complete the installation now that remaining 
items of the Mass. Ave. reconstruction project in East Arlington have been completed. 

Mr. Dunn moved approval. SO VOTED (4-0) 

14. For Discussion: Response to Belmont's Withdrawal from Minuteman School District 
Daniel J. Dunn, Vice Chair 

Mr. Dunn stated that Belmont Town Meeting members on October 19th voted the necessary two- 
thirds vote to withdraw from the Minuteman District. He stated Belmont will still be a member 
in the District until July 1, 2020. The remaining fifteen towns must hold a Town Meeting if they 
wish to block Belmont from leaving. Nine towns must vote to prohibit Belmont's departure. 

Mr. Dunn stated that it would be very difficult for the District to conjure the necessary vote from 
nine town meetings to keep Belmont in the District. Mr. Dunn stated that although Belmont is 
the largest of now seven towns that plan to leave the District, and only nine towns will cover the 
debt for the new school, he does not expect the debt for the new school to change dramatically. 
Mrs. Mahon asked Mr. Dunn if he would speak to Kevin Mahoney, Asst. Supt. of Schools for 
Minuteman, about addressing students with special needs. 

Mr. Dunn stated he feels if Belmont withdraws from the district, they lose their ability to place 
students at Minuteman. Mrs. Mahon stated Arlington will not express any objections to Belmont 
leaving the district. 

Mr. Dunn asked the Board to vote "No Action” to holding a Special Town Meeting to block 
Belmont from withdrawing from the District. SO VOTED (4-0)

Re: Hearing to Examine Potential Alcohol License Violations by “Arlington Liquors” 


As noticed by the Office of the Board of Selectmen on November 2, 2016, the Board 
must examine whether or not Arlington Liquors (d/b/a Alexander Liquors), violated the terms of 
its alcohol license by permitting illegal activity on the premises of the licensed package store in 
violation of G.L. c. 138, § 64 and 204 C.M.R. 2.05(2) on or about February 26, 2016, 
Specifically, on the aforementioned date the Arlington Police Department (“APD”), responded to 
the licensed premises located at 94 Summer Street in Arlington (known as “Arlington Liquors”) 
on a call for medical assistance. Upon arriving, APD Patrolman Officer Scott Urquhart along 
with Sergeant Gregoiy Flavin rendered aid to the license holder, Mr. Alex Kushnirsky. In the 


process of rendering such aid, 60 milligi’ams of edible marijuana was recovered from Mr. 
Kushnirsky’s person. 

Subsequent investigation, including interviews witli Arlington Liquors employees and 
Mr. Kushnirsky - the owner/manager of Arlington Liquors, examination of germane police 
incident reports, and review of Commonwealth Medical Use of Marijuana information revealed 
the following facts pertinent to your examination: 

• On February 26, 2016, at approximately 9:02 p.m. Sgt. Flavin and Officer 
Urquhart were dispatched to 94 Summer Street (Aldington Liquors) to investigate 
a report of an unconscious person inside the premises. 

• Upon arrival, APD personnel spoke with an Arlington Liquors employee, Roman 
Ivanov, who led the officers to an office inside Arlington Liquors where 
owner/manager Alex Kushnirsky was found unresponsive. 

• Arlington Liquors employee Almaz Imamaliev noted to officers that Mr. 
Kushnirsky had arrived at Arlington Liquors earlier that evening at approximately 
6:30 p.m. and went into his office. 

• Officer Urquhart rendered aid to Mr. Kushnirsky, who was revived and received 
further assistance from the Arlington Fire Department. 

• However, a check of the immediate area in which officers found Mr. Kushnirslcy 
possessed 60 milligi’ams of “Kool Ballz” THC Edible Marijuana in his pocket, 
which was seized and kept in evidence by APD. 

• Mr. Kushnirsky later admitted to smoking maiijuana that evening to officers, but 
denied consuming any other drugs. 
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• At the time of the incident in question, Mr, Kushnirsky was not a registered 
medical use of marijuana patient in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

The events set forth above demonshate a potential violation of the state liquor licensing 

law and the regulations of the ABCC (“ABCC”). Specifically, 204 C.M.R. 2.05(2) notes; 

No licensee for the sale of alcoholic beverages shall permit any disorder, disturbance or 
illegality of any kind to take place in or on the licensed premises. The licensee shall be 
responsible therefor, whether present or not. 

The ABCC has found, and courts have upheld that “disorder, disturbance or illegality of any 
kind” includes the possession of illicit dmgs and paraphernalia on licensed premises. See e.g., 
Rico’s of the Berkshires, Inc. v. Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission, et at, 19 Mass. App. 
Ct. 1026, 477 N.E. 2d 174 (1985)(possession of cocaine and dmg paraphernalia on licensed 
premises by an employee sufficient for penalty under 204 CMR 2.05(2)). 

If, after a hearing, the Board concludes that violations of the law occuiTed, it may decide 
to “modify, suspend, revoke, or cancel” the liquor license of the establishment. See G.L. c. 138, 
§ 23. Upon information and belief, Arlington Liquors has not previously been found to have 
violated any liquor licensing laws m Arlington. Moreover, it bears noting that given the facts 
and circumstances of the incident, APD made no arrests and issued no citations to Mr. 
Kushnirsky, instead focusing on providing aid and resources for him. 

Nonetheless, at the time of the incident and still today, it is unlawful to: possess one 
ounce or less marijuana pursuant to G.L c. 94C §32L,* and it is of additional concern that the 
marijuana recovered, upon information and belief, is marketed as a medical marijuana product, 
even though Mr. Kushnirsky was not a registered medical use of marijuana patient in the 

' It should be noted that 60 milligrams of an edible THC marijuana product is weighted differently than leaf 
marijuana products for the purposes of §32L, however the end result remains that the marijuana recovered is 
properly considered under one ounce. 
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Commonwealth. Furthermore, while the landseape of marijuana laws has been changing 
dramatically in Massachusetts and elsewhere, it has long been a maxim of Courts, the ABCC, 
and this Board to hold alcohol license holders to the highest standards, as alcohol vendors are 
“bound at [their] own peril to keep within the condition of [their] license.” Commonwealth v. 
Gould 158 Mass. 507, 33 N.E. 656 (1893). Rico’s of the Berhhires, Inc., 19 Mass. App. Ct. 
1026. In other words, the mere fact that Mr. Kushnirsky possessed or smoked marijuana in the 
abstract is not the basis for a license hearing; the fact that he did so inside the premises of his 
licensed package store during operating is the basis for this action. 

Accordingly, the Board has significant discretion to mete out appropriate terms of license 
modification or suspension. Determinations of appropriate sanctions in this type of case vary 
widely based on the specific facts and circumstances at issue in each case, with some violations 
resulting in warnings alone, and others resulting in suspensions. Potential factors of import 
include the number of previous violations by the establishment, whether or not criminal charges 
were prosecuted and/or resulted in convictions, the risk posed to the public by operating licensed 
premises under the influence, and the severity of the disorder or illegality at issue. 

I look forward to providing further details of this matter and answering your questions at 
the hearing.

In accordance with G.L. c. 138, §§ 23, and 64, the Board of Selectmen, as the 
liquor licensing authority for the Town of Arlington, is hereby notifying you of its 
intention to hold a hearing to consider a report of possession of an illicit substance by 
owner/manager while inside the above-referenced premises. If, following the hearing, 
the Board concludes that the alleged violation(s) occurred, it may impose sanctions, 
including but not limited to modification, suspension, revocation, or cancellation of the 
above-referenced license. The hearing has been scheduled for November 14,2016 at 
7:15 pm in the Selectmen’s Chambers . 



The alleged violations occurred on or about March 11,2016, when the Arlington 
Police Department officer responded to the licensed premises to investigate a report of an 
unconscious person inside the premises. Once inside, APD rendered aid to an owner or 
employee of the package store, but also recovered synthetic edible medical marijuana 
product on his person. Upon information and belief, such person, believed to be the 
license holder of the premises, is not a registered medical marijuana patient in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. A police report describing the incident and the 
recovered marijuana is enclosed for your information. It should be noted that in the 
interests of privacy and to protect the identity of minors, certain information has been 
redacted from the attached report. 

The facts detailed in this police report would establish a violation of 204 C.M.R, 
2.05(2), which prohibits any illegality on licensed premises. 

If you choose, you may be represented by legal counsel at the November 14,2016 
hearing. You may also submit testimony and exhibits for the Board’s consideration. If 
you have any administrative questions, you may contact Board staff at the number listed 
above.

RE; Application for a comprehensive permit for “Thorndike Plaee” 


Dear Members of the Zoning Board of Appeals: 


On behalf of the Arlington Board of Seleetmen, please aeeept the following initial 
eomments in regard to the above noted eomprehensive permit applieation. At your 
request, these initial eomments are submitted to the Zoning Board of Appeals (“ZBA”) 
pursuant to G.L. e.40B, s.20. We reserve our rights to submit additional eomments in 
this matter as warranted, and pause to note that we very mueh respect the authority of the 
ZBA and do not presume to direet you, but nonetheless hope you will receive this 
correspondenee as an expression of our earnest opinion as a body and support of the 
difficult work ahead of you. 

As an initial matter, we thank the ZBA for its eareful eonsideration and assertion 
of the Town’s “safe harbor” status based on 1.5% of applicable land area in Arlington 
being dedicated to affordable housing. While it is our understanding that the applicant, 
Arlington Land Realty, LLC (also eommonly referred to as “Oaktree” or the “Mugar 
Development”) has already appealed the ZBA’s articulation of safe harbor status, and 
such status may be eontested at various levels, we agree that any reasonable reading of 
the law supports our safe harbor status. More importantly, we believe that the safe harbor 
status you artieulated aecurately reflects the reality of Arlington - a dense residential 
eommunity whieh has consistently worked to support and grow its affordable housing 
stoek in responsible manner in the eontext of very limited available developable land. 

Furthermore, as the ZBA is aware, on August 18, 2015, this Board of Seleetmen 
wrote a detailed eomment letter to MassHousing urging MassHousing not to issue projeet 
eligibility approval for this application. We have attaehed our letter to MassHousing 


hereto. Although MassHousing opted to grant project eligibility to the applicant, despite 
the Board of Selectmen’s substantial concerns and objections, we hope the Board of 
Appeals will scrutinize the application strenuously based upon the same concerns we 
previously articulated. Our prior comments remain accurate today and speak directly to 
the Zoning Board of Appeals’ jurisdiction pursuant to both statute and regulations. In our 
view. The comprehensive permit application submitted by Arlington Land Realty, LLC is 
a much like its submissions for project eligibility to MassHousing - grossly incomplete. 

As we stated to MassHousing last year, attempting to place 219 dwelling units on 
less than 6 acres of upland—a density of greater than 37 units per acre—is inconsistent 
with our understanding of decades of plans and planning in Arlington and troubling given 
the well chronicled constraints of the locus. 

One of the most notable constraints of the locus (one on which we have heard 
considerable public comment) is the extensive on-site wetland resources the site presents, 
and its important function for flood control. We previously strenuously urged the 
applicant to provide more detailed plans and information on its means of addressing this 
specific constraint and appurtenant concerns. We were told those details would be 
forthcoming. Yet instead, the applicant now seeks waivers of Arlington’s Wetland 
Bylaw and Regulations in their entirety. In light of these facts, we urge the ZBA of 
Appeals to deny the applicant’s overbroad and unsubstantiated request to waive the 
requirements of Arlington Wetlands Bylaw and Regulations, along with other blanket 
waivers the applicant desires without reasonable bases. 

Additionally, our public comment process garnered significant concerns about 
traffic, ecological impacts, and a host of other matters. To assist the ZBA evaluate the 
technical aspects of the comprehensive permit application, including an analysis of the 
application’s impacts on wetland resources noted above, but also including traffic 
impacts and consistency with the Town’s long standing land use, open space and 
affordable housing plans, we also urge the ZBA to avail itself of its broad rights and 
authority pursuant toG.L. c.44, s.53G. 

As the ZBA knows and your Comprehensive Permit Regulations permit, the ZBA 
is free to require the applicant to pay for the Board’s hiring of experts in a variety of 
technical areas. The ZBA’s authority pursuant to S.53G is extremely broad; limited only 
to a prohibition of using s.53G funds for legal counsel; all other consulting services are 
available to assist the Board. It is our view that availing yourselves of these resources to 
the maximum extent possible is essential to developing a record to not only support 
whatever substantive conclusions you find about the application as a body in reaching a 
decision, but to defend such decision from future litigation and appeals should the need 
arise. We trust that your decision will be thorough and detailed, consistent with the 
quality service the ZBA provides to Arlington. However, given the criticism and 
challenges you may well face, we hope you will actively seek whatever support necessary 
from the Town to leave no stone unturned and render your determinations as precisely 
and powerfully as possible. 


In sum, mindful of our role as the Board of Seleetmen, we respeetfully register 
our ongoing eoneem that what little we have seen from the applieants does nothing to 
assuage eommon sense doubts that a projeet of this magnitude on sueh a problematic site 
is feasible or appropriate for Arlington. The Board remains committed to assisting the 
Board of Appeals enforce the rules and regulations of the Town and ensure the protection 
of Arlington residents’ health and safety. 

We look forward to being of assistance.

I write to provide the Board supplementary information regarding the proposed 
Public Land Maintenance Working Group. The Working Group would study issues related to 
the short and long-term maintenance and management of open space, recreational land, and 
other natural resources. More specifically, Town-owned assets for consideration would 
include athletic fields, parks, playgrounds, water bodies, conservation lands, historic 
landscapes and cemeteries, and ornamental gardens. 

Though the challenges faeing the Town with the maintenance of these particular 
assets are not new, the formation of this Working Group is timely given the passage and 
implementation of the Community Preservation Act (CPA) in Arlington. Many Town-owned 
outdoor assets will be considered for CPA funding based on needs and/or conditions resultant 
in large part from the cumulative effects of deferred maintenance. As such, in order to protect 
our investments to the extent feasible, it is be prudent to dovetail the planning of future 
maintenance needs with any significant expenditures to preserve, support, rehabilitate and 





restore these assets. The Board may recall projects at Robbins Farm Park and the Spy Pond 
shoreline were funded at the annual Town Meeting and are now underway. It is expected that 
applications for multiple relevant projects will be submitted for FY18 CPA funding 
consideration.
